| season in 2000, Nebraska finished third at the 
Big 12 Championships to earn its fifth 
postseason appearance at the NCAA West 
Regional in Tempe, Ariz. 

At the regional, Nebraska shot a three-day 
total of 899 to finish ninth and qualify for the 
first NCAA Tournament in school history. 

Nebraska ended the four-day tournament, 
played at Sunriver, Ore., with a team score of 
1,175 and a 19th-place finish. 


Last season, Krapfl’s squad qualified for a 
second-straight NCAA regional, falling six shots 
short of qualifying for nationals. Individually, 
Lincoln-native Sarah Sasse became the first 
player in NU history to play in two NCAA 
Championships, qualifying as an individual with 
an eighth-place finish at regionals. 

Krapfl, a native of West Point, Neb., has 
been associated with the Husker program since 
1979 when she played collegiate golf for 
Nebraska (1979-82). In 1982 she graduated from 
the University of Nebraska with a bachelor's 
degree in business administration. 

Krapfl went on to become a PGA 
Professional at the Lincoln Country Club. 
There, she worked as an assistant under head 
professional and former Husker coach Jerry 
Fischer, Krapfl also worked under Fischer as an 
tant coach for the Husker women from 
1984 to 1987. 

Since taking the helm of the program in 1987, 
Krapfl has guided the Huskers to 16 tournament 
titles including a first-place finish at the 1999 
Big 12 Fall Preview. She is only the third coach 
in Nebraska women's golf history, following 
former men's coach Larry Romjue and Fischer. 

She is married to Richard Krapfl, who serves 
as the head girls golf coach at Lincoln Southeast 
High School. They have two sons, Robert, born 
on Oct. 30, 1992, and Ryan, born Aug. 20, 1994.

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When Director of Athletics Bill Byrne came to the University of 
Nebraska in 1992, his vision was extensive: balance the budget, provide 
a stable financial base to build suce 1! programs into the next millen- 
nium, provide complete and integrated services for Husker student- 
athletes, improve NU's aging facilities for the benefit of student-athletes 
and fans, and make Nebraska the best athletic program in the nation. In 
his nine years with the Huskers, he has pursued that vision with passion. 

Nebra les among the nation's best inall sports. The Huskers have 
ranked among the top 15 in the Sears Directors’ Cup in each of the last six 
years with a school-best fourth-place showing in 1996-97. 
to pave the way to success has been a priority. 
Facility upgrades were not only needed to recruit the nation’s top athletes, 
but to provide improved fan amenities and safety. The 1999 season 
unveiled NU's biggest project yet, the $36.1 million Memorial Stadium 
Improvement Project, which included much more than just 42 skyboxes 
and a press facility. Most impressively, the project provided a sound 
financial base forthe future. Memorial Stadium improvements began with 
the addition of two HuskerVision replay boards in 1994, allowing 
Nebraska to become the first collegiate-owned venue to feature replay 
boards for its fans. Memorial Stadium was renovated to include an 
expanded training room, improved locker rooms, a new public address 
system, expanded restrooms, improved concession areas ¢

seating for disabled fans, Complete waterproofingand concrete repair will | 


continue throughout the stadium through the next several years. 

The ity updates do not end with the football program. The 
University of Neb 
Baseball broke ground on a new $32.1 million baseball/sofiball complex 
in April, 2000. Byrne led fund-raising efforts for the complex, which will 
be home to both the NU baseball and sofiball teams in 2002, and was also 
called home by Lincoln's new Northern League franchise, the Saltdogs, 
for the first time in the summer of 2001. The baseball stadium boasts a 
capacity 0f 6,000 and features 16 skybox suites, while the softball stadium 
will have a capacity of about 2,500 when it is completed. The baseball 
and softball stadiums also boast state-of-the-art technology with an 
underground heating system forthe playing field, allowing groundskeepers 
to grow grass year-round. 

Byrne has also helped guide the more than $7.9 million in improve- 
ments that took place at the Bob Devaney Sports Center before the start 
of the 1999-2000 campaign, including the addition of HuskerVision 
screens. The project included improved fan amenities, better seating for 
disabled fans and a complete upper concourse renovation with a Hall of 
Honor, Husker Timeline and other exhibits commemorating a century of 
NU athletics. 

Byrne orchestrated these improvements while maintaining his belief 
in keeping a balanced budget. NU had a $2.5 million deficit when Byme 
arrived in 1992, While operating ona $40 million budget, the deficit is gone 
and theathletic program now provides more than $40 million in economic 
impact to the Lincoln community each year. 

During Bymne’s tenure in Lincoln, Nebraska became only the second 
school in NCAA history to win three national football titles in a four-year 
span. NU has produced eight national championships (three football. two 
volleyball and women's bowling, and men's gymnastics), 60 regular

leadership. He has helped increase Nebraska's conference-leading athletic 
program to 23 sports with the additions of women's soccer (1994), women's 
bowling (1997-98) and women's rifle (1998-99) and has been a strong 
supporter of complying with Title IX. In the past seven years, Byrne has 
promoted three women to senior administrative positions. In fact, 
Nebraska is the only school in the nation with a woman in charge of football 
operations and one of just a handful of Division { football schools to have 
@ woman directing its Sports Information department. 

Byme has worked tirelessly to establish close ties with the NU 
community and has canvassed the state visiting with boosters to learn the 
needs of all Husker fans. In conjunction with the rest of the NU adminis- 
tration, Byme arranged to use the Husker football and basketball networks 
to promote causes and concerns important to the university community, 
including the institution's increased role in research, 

Byre was hired to replace legendary coach and athletic director Bob 
Devaney on June 26, 1992, becoming the 11th Nebraska Director of 
Athletics after 10 successful years at the University of Oregon, Highly 
respected among his peers, Byme was named the Central Region NACDA/ 
Continental Athletic Director of the Year along with being recognized by 
the American Football Foundation in 1999, Byrne was vice-president and 
secretary-treasurer of the College Football Association and has served on 
the NCAA Special Committee on Marketing and Licensing and the 
Committee on Special Events. He is a member of the NCAA Champion- 
ships Cabinet and a member of the NCAA Football Committee. 

Before coming to Nebraska, Byrne became one of the youngestdirectors. 
of athletics in Division I, assuming the top job at Oregon in May 1984. He 
established fund-raising offices in Portland and southern Oregon and set up 
a full-time marketing and promotions operation, which blossomed to 
encompass the Oregon Sports Network for statewide in-house production 
of Ducks games on radio andtelevision, Byrne led the $19 million fund drive 
that resulted in new homes for Oregon's football team and athletic offices. 
He was responsible for the construction of a new press box, sky suites and 
total renovation of Autzen Stadium in 1991. Two years later, the facility's 
Hall of Champions was dedicated in Byrne's honor. 

Byrne served as president of the National Association of Collegiate 
Directors of Athletics (NACDA) in 1991-92, and is currently in his ninth 
year on the NACDA Executive Committee. He was also chairman of the 
Pac-10 Conference Executive Committee and was the National Athletic 
Fundraisers Association National Fundraiser of the Year, 

Byme grew up in Idaho and attended Idaho State, where he was the 
student body president. He received bachelor's and master's degrees in 
business in 1967 and 1971. Before going to Oregon in 1982, he wasassistant 
athletic directorat San Diego State (1980-82), executive directorofthe New 
Mexico Lobo Club (1976-79) and director of alumni relations at Idaho State: 
(1971-76). 

Byrne's wife. Marilyn, is the dean of graduate studies in educational 
leadership at Doane College and cared her Ph.D, in higher education 
administration from NU. The Bymes have two sons and two grandsons. 
Bill and Marilyn's older son, Bill, is a vice president for Visa in its world- 
wide computer center located in San Mateo, Calif. Gregand Regina Byrne 
and their sons, Nicholas. 6, and Davis, 4, live in Junction City, Ore., where 
Greg is an associate athletic director at Oregon State.

He is also responsible for administrative oversight of 
soccer, wrestling, women’s swimming and diving, men’s and women’s 
golfand bowling. 

Burton is responsible for ensuring that operation principles for the 
conduct of the NU Athletic Department are in compliance with NCAA 
and Big 12 Conference rules and regulations. 

Burton, who currently serves on the NCAA Division | women’s 


Beginning her 23rd year at Nebraska, Dr. Barbara A. Hibner serves as 
associate athletic directorand the senior woman administrator. In addition 
to her responsibilities with compliance for the entire athletic department, 
Hibner has also coordinated and directed special events, including Big 12 
Conference and NCAA Championship events in soccer, basketball, 
gymnastics, softball, volleyball and swimming. 

Hibner supervises the publication of the student-athlete handbook and 
was the senior editor of the letterwinners directory, “LO7 Years of 
Letterwinners at Nebraska.” in 1997. 

Hibner is an active member of the NCAA Committee on Athletics 
Certification as a peer reviewer. She completed her service as the 
chairwoman of the Big 12 Conference Board of Senior Woman Adminis- 
trators in September of 1999. 

She was chosen as the National Association of Collegiate Women 
Athletic Administrators District VI Administrator of the Year in 1997. 
The National Association of Collegiate Gymnastics Coaches for Women 
named Hibner the 1998-99 Region Three Administrator of the Year. 
Hibner, who received the YWCA Tribute to Women award in 1994, was 
honored in April of 2000 with the NU Athletic Department's first award 
for outstanding contribution to women’s athletics. 

Hibner joined the NU staff in 1978 as the assistant women's athletic 
director with responsibility for day-to-day operations, compliance and

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Huskers Ready For a Return Trip to Regional 


The Nebraska women’s golf team enters 
the 2001-02 campaign with a bit of an 
unexpected void to fill. 

Sarah Sasse, the school’s first ever two- 
time NCAA participant, will sit out this 
season to improve her swing. 

“Sarah’s ultimate goal is to play golf 
professionally,” Head Coach Robin Krapfl 
said, “In order to do that, she needs to make 
some changes that would allow her to add 
20-30 yards. Thus the desire to make some 
adjustments in her swing.” 

One of the most celebrated junior golfers 
in Nebraska history, Sasse finished a 
disappointing 72nd at the NCAA 
championships last season. 

According to Krapfl, the Lincoln High 
product brings her club too far inside on her’ 
backswing, which results in not allowing her 
to get through the ball as efficiently as she 
should. 

“It sounds like a minor change, but her 
swing is so grooved, it’s just going to take 
time,” Krapfl said. “She just needs to work 
hard and get it to where it’s repeatable under 
pressure. The only way to do that is to 
redshirt.” 

Expected to step in at the top of the lineup 
are seniors Amanda Sutcliffe and Catha 
Fogelberg. 


A native of Gunnedah, New 
South Wales, Australia, Sutcliffe 
ranked third on the team last season 
with a stroke average of 78.05, Her 
top performance came at the Alltel 
Invitational where she finished tied 
for third. 

Fogelberg competed in NU’s top 
five in every meet last season, 
finishing the year with a 79.41 
stroke average. The Helsingborg,

Also joining the squad are a pair of Nebraska 
natives who have had their fair share of success. 

Lincoln Southeast product Beth Anne 
Cherry won a pair of state titles while playing 
for the Knights. Cherry also was named the 
2000 Nebraska Junior Amateur of the Year after 
taking titles at the Nebraska Girls Junior Match 
Play and the Lincoln Women’s City 
Championship. 

During her junior season at Cambridge High 
School, Sara Sackett became the first girl in 
the Nebraska Boys State Tournament to medal 
with an eighth-place finish. Cambridge, a class 
C2 school, does not sponsor girls golf. 

Chelsea Gehring rounds out the squad, as 
she will walk on this fall after taking runner-up 
honors at the South Dakota State Championship. 

“Obviously, when you have five freshmen 
joining the team, and you are redshirting your 
best player, there are a lot of unknowns.” Krapfl 
said. “But if all of the pieces fall into place, 
we're going to have an outstanding team.” 
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Quoting Krapfl 

“Catha has a great short game. She is a 
quiet leader for us. I feel that she will be our go- 
to player, one we count on every time we 
compete.”

Asa Junior (2000-01): Sasse continued 
to put her mark on the NU record books in 
2000-01 as she became the first Husker to play 
in two NCAA Championships. The Big 12 
also tabbed her with first-team all-conference 
honors for the second year in a row, after she 
finished with the fourth-lowest scoring average 
in the league (75.29). 

Sasse opened her third season at Nebraska 
with her second career victory, posting scores 
of 71, 73 and 73 to run away with an eight- 
stroke win at the Alltel Husker Invite.

Dedicated to achieving the highest goals in the integration of academic 
and athletic endeavors, Baylor, Colorado, Iowa State, Kansas, Kansas 
State. Missouri, Nebraska, Oklahoma, Oklahoma State, Texas, Texas 
A&M and Texas Tech combined forces on Feb. 25, 1994, and formed the 
Big 12 Conference-a league covering seven states and encompassing 
approximately 40 million people. 

In particular, the welfare of students and the highest level of athletic 
competition for the 4,000-plus student-athletes in 21 sports are key 
goals for Big 12 members and sports administrators. The conference 
recognizes the accomplishments of our nation’s future leaders as well as 
their academic and civic achievements. 

Competing in these strictures and other key areas helps to enhance 
both the excitement and excellence of competition within the conference. 

Along with competitive excellence, scholarship continues to be a point 
of emphasis with the Big 12. There are 19 academic honor teams (first 
and second units), and the semiannual Commissioner’s Honor Roll salutes 
student-athletes who have achieved 3.0 averages (4.0 grading scale) in 
the semester previous to the announcement 

Sportsmanship has been an item high on the Big 12 agenda since 
Commissioner Kevin Weiberg became the league’s third chief executive 
in December, 1998, 

Providing a level playing field for participants in all Big 12 sports also 
figures into the competitive equity equation. This does not deny the 
potential for national team champions in any sport, but seeks to provide 
an avenue in which up-and-coming student-athletes can display their top 
individual talents within the framework of conference and NCAA sport 
guidelines. 

These principles of fair play, sportsmanship, compliance and national 
respect for each student-athlete and team within the Big 12 framework 
can give both fans and foes a greater respect for the types of people 
competing and coaching in the Big 12 Conference. 

Big 12 schools and the conference office seek to provide world-c 
facilities for all levels of league championships, postseason tournaments 
and NCAA venues. They 


highest ideals of sportsmanship. The various governance groups within 
the league seek to keep these principles in the forefront as the Big 12 
achieves continued national prominence. 

For the second year in a row, the Huskers collected more Big 12 titles 
than any other team during the 2000-01 academic year. Nebraska captured 
titles in soccer, volleyball, men’s and women’s indoor track, women’s 
gymnastics, softball and baseball, The Huskers also added Big 12 
Tournament titles in soccer and baseball. 

The Big 12 is home to more than 4,000 student-athletes on 209 teams 
in the 21 men’s and women’s Big 12-sponsored sports. Men’s programs 
regulated by the conference include baseball. basketball, cross country, 
football, golf, indoor/outdoor track and field, swimming and diving, tennis 
ling. On the women's side, Big 12 programs include basketball, 
cross country, golf, gymnastics, indoor/outdoor track and field, soccer, 
softball, swimming and diving, tennis and volleyball. 

Off the playing fields, life skills for student-athletes and involvement 
in the Special Olympics have been integral parts of the Big 12 Conference 
mission since its inception. Dr. Prentice Gautt, a trendsetter in college 
athletics, life skills, student services and community action, has been the 

force in both of these areas since he joined the Big 12 staff as 
te commissioner in March, 1995. 

He is the liaison between the Student-Athletes Advisory Committee 
(SAAC) and the league’s Board of Directors. This group of talented student- 
athletes provides feedback for Big 12 administrators, is a forum for 
interschool discussion of issues and offers su; 
legislation. The SAAC has been proactive in assistingGautt in guidelines 
for Big 12 academic honor teams, the Commissioner's Honor Roll and 
other areas of recognition for academic accomplishments. 

Special Olympics, the Big 12's charity of choice since May, 1996, has 
held a special place in the hearts of many in the conference for years 
before the current association. 

The Big 12 works closely with Special Olympics organizations in 
Colorado, lowa, Kansas, Missouri, Nebraska, Oklahoma and Texas to 
coordinate projects and provide information. For four decades, current 
Big 12 members have provided facilities with a combined capacity of just 
over one million fans for Special Olympics competition in track and 
field, softball, swimming and diving, weightlifting and wrestling, 


utilize Big 12 campus sites as 
well as buildings such as 
Kansas City’s Kemper 
‘Arena, Arrowhead Stadium 
and Municipal Auditorium,

| Coming off the best season in 
school history, the Nebraska 
women’s golf team had lofty 
expectations entering the 2000-01 
campaign. 

The goal of returning to the 
NCAA Championship seemed 
within reach for NU after the first 
two tournaments of the year. 

Buta combination of injuries and 
a poor weather led the team into a 
downward spiral that it never fully 
recovered from. 

The Huskers did qualify for the 
school’s sixth NCAA Regional 
appearance, and junior Sarah 
Sasse became the first player in 
Husker history to play in two 
NCAA Championships after an 
eighth-place regional performance 
qualified her as an individual. 

Sasse and her teammates opened 
the season at home, hosting the 
Alltel Husker Invitational at 
Yankee Hill Country Club. NU 
breezed to a 13-stroke victory 
behind three top-10 individual 
finishes. Sasse picked up her 
second career collegiate title with a 
1-over par three-round total of 217, 


at the Midwest Classic, marking 
the first and only time of the 
season that NU finished outside 
of the top 10. 

“Once we lost our momentum, 
and then we had that harsh 
winter,” Krapfl said, “we just did 
not recover.” 

In a tune-up for the Betsty 
Rawls Classic, the Huskers 
appeared to be bouncing back. 
Junior Catha Fogelberg picked 
up her first career victory by firing 
asingle-round |-under 71 to win 
the Texas Challenge. 

After team finishes of sixth- 
and 10th-places at the Betsy 
Rawls and Liz Murphy Classic, 
NU notched its second-highest 
finish of the season at the OU/ 
Susie Maxwell Berning Classic, 
finishing third, 

At the Big 12 Championship, 
the Huskers were again led by 
Sasse. She solidified her second 
All-Big 12 selection with a fourth- 
place finish, one-shot off the pace 
of the leaders. 

NU’s fifth-place showing at the 
league meet was good enough to

qualify for a return trip to NCAA 
Regionals, the school’s sixth bid 
in the past eight seasons. 

The Huskers got off to a slow 
start at the Kampen Course in 
West Lafayette, Ind., as only one 
player was able to record a score 
in the 70s during the opening 
round. The 6,040-yard layout 
proved to be too much for NU, as 
it finished six shots short of a

Championship the year before. 

“| think we were feeding off of 
the success we had in the previous season,” 
Krapfl said, “We were really confident and 
believed in what we could accomplish.” 

NU’s solid play continued the next week 
among college golf’s elite at the NCAA Fall 
Preview in Howey-in-the-Hills, Fla. Ina field 
that featured 15 of the nations top-25 teams, 
including eight of the top 10 at the time, the 
Huskers finished the opening round alone in 
sixth place, Sutcliffe led the charge, posting an 
even-par 72, to sit just one shot off the lead. 

As playing conditions worsened because of 
storms associated with Hurricane Gordon, so 
did scoring on day two, which proved to be the 
final day of the tournament. Sutcliffe slipped 
into a tie for 17th after a 7-over 79, while the 
team also slipped down to 10th. Junior 
Amanda Krane provided the lone bright spot 
of the day, finishing in a tie for 44th after her 
second-consecutive 6-over 78. 


Weather again shortened play for the 
Huskers the following week, this time at the 
Mary Fossum Invite in East Lansing, Mich. 
The first 36 holes of the tournament were 
canceled because of flooded greens. NU’s 
highest finish in the single-round event came 
from Sasse with a 22nd-place showing after a 
5-over 77. The team finished in a tie for 10th 
with a 315. 

At the Big 12 Fall Preview in Waco, Texas, 
Nebraska posted its third consecutive 10th- 
place finish. Missing from the lineup was 
Krane, who aggravated an arm injury that would 
hold her out of action for the rest of the fall 
season, 

Without a consistent fifth player, NU 
struggled, finishing no higher than seventh 
throughout the remainder of the fall. 

Nebraska’s struggles continued in its first 
tournament of the spring season, finishing 11th 
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return to nationals 

“We were close to being back where we 
wanted to be,” Krapfl said. “I think overall, 
we beat the teams we were supposed to beat. 
We had a solid year, but just didn’t have an 
outstanding year. 

Despite the team coming up just short, 
Sasse’s eighth-place finish at the regional 
qualified her as an individual for the 
championship, becoming the first player in 
school history to play in two NCAA 
Championships. 

Sasse struggled at the NCAA 
Championship, finishing in a tie for 72nd 
place, but that finish did not do her justice, 
Krapfl said. 

“She played great all year, just really solid, 
really steady,” Krapfl said. “She never had 
any outstanding rounds, but on the other hand 
she didn’t have any bad rounds. She was just 
a rock-solid performer for us,”
